2. I inquired of Mr. Behftn, of the staff of the House Post Office and Civil 
Service’ Committee, whether he felt that CIA was entitled to pay its employees the 
retroactive pay raise. Mr. Belfcn pointed out that the Committee had not intended 
to make the retroactive pay raise apply to those exempted from the Classification 
Act of 1949 because many of these groups could set their own wage scales and mig t 
already have made adjustments for the cost-of-living rise. He indicated that each 
such Agency would have to stand on its own statute and that it appeared that CIA had 
ample statutory authority to grant the retroactive pay raise. 
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
